Last night the 
rioters went from pit to pit, wrecking the 
buildings and often actting firo to the ruing, 
The damage doue befure day break amounted 
to thousands of pounds, Troops were called 
out this morning by the authorities,’ the 
rioters hyd gathered near the town and the 
polico wore too wenk to disperse them. 

Soon nftar noon u mab of strikers begau 
to pillage the shops and taverns in the 
suburbs, ‘Lroops lind not arrived and the 
police were scattered by the rioters. Tho 
whole diatrict around the town is nuw in 
the hands of the minors. Liguor shops 
have been plundered aud many of the 
miners sre drunk. Respectable residents 
of Wakefield are terrified, and repented re- 
quests for troops havo been made by, the 
authorities, who fanr that in the absence 
of a strong furce the whole town may be 
given over to pillage. At 5 o'clock the
